SEOUL, Korea, Sept. 29—( 
in Seoul while it was in the 
munist forces. 


I hid in cellars and on rooftops of the homes of my friends 
while North Korean Communists hunted me.

Korean who had worked for any 
American official or Ameriean'| 
private agencies,

because I worked for an American 
news agency. | 

Any Korean who did such work 


was suspected in the eyes of the 
Communists. 

But my friends protected me. 
throughout the three months the 
Reds held Seoul. 

They fed me and helped me 
move from house to house. Each 
time a hiding place became 
dangerous another home was 
opened to me. 

These friends were risking their 
lives, but they never wavered. 

I tell my story this way because 
it is not my story alone, but the 
story of untold numbers of other 
Koreans. 

Americans were in Seoul a long 
time and hired many Koreans. The 
Communists wanted every one of 
us.

Military Victory— 
Now Political Retreat? 


Now that we've got virtual victory in 
Korea it seems we are not at all certain 
what to do with it. 

State Department officials, after con- 
sultation with friendly delegates at the 
United Nations, said General MacArthur 
already had been authorized to proceed 
‘across the 38th parallel if it were necessary 
from a military standpoint. 

} At his press conference Thursday after- 
noon, Mr. Truman flung the problem right 
back at the UN for a formal rather than a 
tacit decision. He said the UN must make 
up its mind and indicated nothing short 
wf direct authorization would suffice. 
> UN forces yesterday halted at the 38th 
rallel, ostensibly to “regroup.” More 
ikely, they were waiting word from UN 
sources on what to do next. That word 
was not forthcoming. A scheduled meet- 
ing of the Political Committee, which was 
to discuss the matter, was postponed. 

Some diplomats are worried about Rus- 
sia's attitude in event the dividing line is 
crossed. Russia, it is reported from Mos- 
cow, would take a “grave” view of the 
crossing. Russia also doubtless took a 
grave view of UN armed intervention, but 
she was not willing to risk world war to 
send her own or Chinese Communist 
troops into the fight. It is doubtful she 
would take such a risk now—and if she 
did it would only reveal her intentions of 
Starting one soon anyway. 

There has been far more backtracking 
and fumbling on this questifn than there 
was on the original decision to send troops 
into South Korea to defeat the invaders. 
UN troops, most of whom were South Ko- 
rean and American, have done a magnifi- 
cent job of crushing what for many weeks 
appeared to be an almost invincible force. 

Gen. MacArthur's brilliantly executed 
pincer movement, which he was allowed 
to undertake by the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
only after considerable persuasion, turned 
a perilous position into victory in a matter 
of days. e landings at Inchon were emi- 
nently successful under almost insuperable 
difficulties—namely, a 25-foot tide which 
developed whirling currents. The slight- 
est miscalculation would have left the Ma- 
rines stranded in sticky mud, perfect tar- 
gets for Communist guns. 

But all that will go for naught unless 
the UN casts off its timidity and acts, again 
boldly, to insure the political fruits of .a 

reat military victory. The hopes of the 
ree world are bound into the decision. If 
the North Korean invaders, already brand- 
ed aggressors by the United Nations, are 
allowed to escape penalty for their crime 
--if the victory we have won serves mere- 
lv to re-establish the situation which 
brought a breach of the peace—then we 
can write it down in our books that this 
country and other nations of the West have 


proposed by the Federal and State high- 
way agencies. It has been approved by 
them. 

It is currently in dispute because of 
local politics. 

The Army doesn’t want to get into that. 

But it wants the access road, which will 
not require the disturbance of nearly as 
much developed property as already has 
been condemned in and near the city. As 
a matter of fact, only one house would 
have to be moved. 

The Federal government will build 
it all. 

It will be a defense road and the Fed- 
eral government would spend about $5,- 
000,000 on it. It would cost the city and 
county nothing. 

This is a test of our ability to put aside 
petty politics in favor of our national de- 
fense needs. ’ 

It will be interesting to see if we can 
rise above pettiness and meet the issue.

Nothing can be gained from a military 
victory followed by an ignominious po- 
litical retreat. 

Gen. MacArthur formally has been 
named United Nations commander. It 
would seem to us he has implicit authority 
to take the course he believes necessary 
to achieve complete victory. But his po- 
sition is gravely weakened by the vacilla- 
tion of his political superiors. 

Now that such a tempest has arisen 
over the question, nothing except direct 
UN sanction will serve to allay all doubt. 
Weasel-worded doubletalk will not do. The 
authorization now must be direct and to 
the point if the UN is to maintain the 
respect and authority it suddenly achieved 
in the eyes of the world when it ordered 
armed resistance to aggression.

into the Federal service, authority for continued Government opera- 
tion of the nation’s synthetic rubber plants, a large-scale, new ship- 
building program for the Navy and the bill authorizing for the first 
time a peacetime strength of 70 air groups in the United States 
Air Force. 


Much of the legislation put through by Rep. Vinson stemmed 
from the Korean War crisis. His committee has been a beehive 
of activity ever since the Far Eastern trouble arose. 


In a report to the House on the legisiative record of his group, 
Vinson had this to say: “As regards the legislation, more important 
in my opinion than its quantity is its significant character. Rather 
than an aggregation of trivia, these legislative items are, in many 
instances, of signal importance to the nation and of the greatest 
complexity. Taken together, they represent the statutory frame- 
work created by the Eighty-first Congress to assure a state of readi- 
ness and efficiency in our armed forces.” 


It was legislation sponsored and passed by the Vinson commit- 
tee that created for the first time in the nation’s history a “De- 
partment of Defense,” composed of the military departments of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force, with great powers vested in the 
Secretary of Defense. 

As a striking tribute to the leadership Rep. Vinson has given 
the committee as its chairman, he was able to report to the House 
in his summary that, despite the controversial nature of many of 
the measures, “the committee was unanimous in its support of every 
one of these bills.” Seldom does a Congressional committee func- 
tion with that smoothness and efficiency. It explains in a large 
measure the record Vinson has piled up of never having been 
defeated on a major piece of legislation reported out by his com- 
mittee, 


Rep. Henderson Lanham, of Rome, has

General Assembly in New York. 

As chairman of the Congressional Subcommittee on International 
Organizations, it has fallen his duty to examine into the operations 
and expenditures of the various organizations of which the United 
States is a member. Hence the invitation that was extended him 
to sit in as an observer on the meetings of the General Assembly. 


Pace Praised Rep. Steve Pace, of Americus, who retires 

from Congress at the end of his present term 
after long years of service in the House, received high praise from 
his colleagues as the session came to a close. Typical of the esteem 
in which he is held by Republicans and Democrats alike, Rep. Ear! 
Michener, veteran Republican of Michigan, had this to say about 
the retiring Georgia member: 

“Stephen Pace, of Georgia, is another expert in his field who 
will not return to the Eighty-second Congress. There is no man 
in Congress who has a better grasp of the agricultural problems 
of the nation than has the gentleman from Georgia. He is a true 
Southern Democrat, but forgets his politics as a member of the 
Agriculture Committee. He has been the genuine friend and bene- 
factor of the farmer, whether he grows peanuts, cotton, wheat, 
corn, potatoes, livestock or what have you. I would not be exactly 
fair to myself if I did not say that Steve never forgets the pea- 
nut, tobacco and cotton farmer, other farm products to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.” od

Wash before too soiled. 

Remove fancy . buttons or 
trimmings. 

Use lukewarm water. 

Squeeze suds 
sweater. 

Work quickly and gently. 

Dry flat in airy place. 

Five don'ts to observe: 

Don't soak sweaters. 

Don't wash vigorously. 

Don’t douse up and down. 

Don't twist or wring. 

Don’t dry in sun or near heat. 

Try wrist test to be sure your 
“luke-warm” isn’t too hot. A 
drop of tepid water flicked on 
your inner wrist matches body 
heat and therefore, feels neither 
hot nor cold. 

With a soft hand brush dipped 
in Tide suds, spot clean the 
sweater neckline to remove 
make-up smudge. Pre-clean the 
heavier soil on long sleeve cuffs,

Keep sweater under water 
while washing. Even in taking 
from water, lift from below so 
water weight won’t pull out of 
shape. 

Speed drying process by roll- 
ing in Turkish towel—knead 
well. Remove at once. 

Spread sweater on drawn pat- 
tern. Ease into place. If neces- 
sary, anchor in place with rust- 
proof pins.
